3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. 

The prior art of record, i.e. Washington, taken alone or in combination with other 
prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest analyzing a source program for one or 
more program characteristics, the program characteristics selected from the group 
consisting of data locality, computation intensity, and data parallelism; in response to 
the analyzing, compiling the source program into two object files, a first object file 
corresponding to a first instruction set and a second object file corresponding to a 
second instruction set; in response to the compiling, storing the program characteristics 
in each of the object files; selecting a processor from a plurality of dislike processors, 
wherein a first processor corresponding to the first instruction set and a second 
processor corresponds to the second instruction set, the selecting comprising 
comparing one or more characteristics of the software task with the program 
characteristics stored in the first object file and the second object file as recited in the 
independent claims 1,11 and 21.
